REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


DEAR BRETHREN IN CHRIST: 

It becomes my duty at this time and place to hcaahie to you a 
brief report. _ It will be only a part of the President’s report for the 
past year for reasons known to members of Synod. We hope to have

However, based on personal visits and official letters from nearly 
all the brethren, I able to report some things that may be of , 
interest and information to the delegates assembled in annual 
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PLATTEVILLE, Wis. 1900 


We are. at “Pladieviiie.. Wis. This congregation. is_ just celebrating 
‘the tenth anniversary of its founding. It has had an excellent 
growth and is in a flourishing condition and is fast moving into the 
frcent ranks of Synod. We congratulate the First English Lutheran 
‘Church of Platteville, and-her esteemed Pastor, and wish them un- 
bounded success and a rich measure of God’s grace. It is a pleasure 
for Synod to meet in this congregation and visit this prosperous sec- 
tion of the great Lutheran state of Wisconsin. 

As a Synod, during the past year we have enjoyed the blessings 
of a mereiful God. The general condition is good. Numerically we 
have increased. Sniritually, we have grown in grace and become 
rooted in humilite and love. According to the reports of nastors the 
serviees have been well attended. and the sacrament of the altar re- 
ceived by greater numbers tham ever. A number have complained 
of the small attendance at evenins services. The reason for this the 
brethren find in the summer attractions of the parks, lakes and other 
places of amusement. Trulv it is to be regretted that so many of 
our otherwise good church people allow these worldly pleasures, in- 
nocent and harmless in themselves, to crowd out the Sundav service 
and soul communion with God. We realize, however, that people 
working in office or factory six days a week must, for the sake of 
health, kave some outdoor recreation. For us to strike a happy 
medium and educate the personal conscience is probably the very best. 

Our Svnod is comparatively small but holds a unique nosifion and 
covers a large field. From Livingston, Mon., and Winnipeg; Man., to — 
Platteville is a great distance. The three states, Wisconsin, Minne- 
suta and North Dakota are particularly ours; and no one can deny 
but that they are great Lutheran states. All three are ripe for 
Iutheranism in English— Wisconsin possibly overripe, as witness the 
- condition in the great Fox River valley. 

All things considered, we are practically a missionary Synod. 
T.nst vear we received about seven thousand dollars from the Home 
Mission Board. Under the unification plan we as a Svnod neither 
can nor are we permitted to take un any new fields; it is all in the 
power and wisdom of the Beard. Whether in the long run this sys- 
tem is the best we do not know. There is a lack of home mission 
interest among our people; it must be remedied some way or other.

$500.00. In addition to this they have paid off $1,000.00 on the debt 
aud raised the pastor’s salary $120.00.

They have purchased an ideal location for a 
new church site. At the evening service the little church was over- 
crowded. Complimenting the pastor on. the large attendance, he re- 
plied, “they always come that way.” Very encouraging.

March 24th I attended the consecration services of St. Mark's, 


Fargo. It was a beautiful day and great masses of people had as- 
sembled. To show how others see us permit me to quote a para- 


graph from the Minn. Stats Tidning, the official organ of the Minn. 


Conference of the Augustana Synod, written by the good old veteran, 


Rev. J. O. Cavallin, who-has been engaged in. church work in and 


around’ Fargo and Moorhead longer than any other Lutheran ae 
and who attended the consecration service: _ 

“Again at home after a trip to Barnes Co., N. D., and Roberts 
-Co., 8S. D., during which I was permitted to be present at a very 
imposing festival in the English Lutheran church at Fargo, Sunday 
March 24. Many of the readers of this organ know that there is 
such a congregation in Fargo, over twenty-five years old. The clear- 
sighted and long-ago deceased Dr. Passavant was the moving power 
in the organization of this church, and the first pastor sent here from 
the East was an elderly, pious ex-professor Ulery. After him came 


the well known Dr. Gerberding, who for a few years served the con- — 


_gregation with good results. When he left there was a small parson- 


age and an insignificant frame church. Gerberding left eighteen years 


ago and accepted a professor’s chair at the Chicago Theological Sem- 


inury and was followed by younger men. The present pastor is the . 


Rev. W. 8S. Ulrich. Under his leadership the congregation has ad- 
vaneed greatly and on the 24th occurred the consecration of the new 
church, the largest and costliest Lutheran church inthe city. The 
congregation belongs to the English Lutheran Synod of the North- 
west, and the dedicatory address was ‘delivered by its President, the 
Rey. A. F. Elmquist, Ph. D., of Minneapolis. Dr. Gerberding, of Chi- 
cago, Dr. Kunzmann, of Philadelphia, Rev. Grunden, of Fargo. an‘ 
the Reverends Bostrom and Peterson, of Moorhead, sat in the chancel, 
and the writer, together with a couple other Lutheran pastors, sat in 
the audience. ‘The church is constructed of brick and has a seating 
capacity of over 800, and is complete outside and within, with a bell 
ih the tower, and costs in the neighborhood of $24,000.00. There was 
a debt of $8,000.00, which was reduced by $2,000.00 on consecration 
day. During the festivities the church was packed, chairs had te be 
brought in and placed in the aisles. Over a thousand persons were 
present. This congregation consists of Norwegians, Swedes, Germans, 
Americans, and their children; which nationality is strongest I do not 
know. [Norwegian.] Here we have a strong argument for what the 
future will bring; for the language of the land is the best understood 
language of the young people; to deny this shows proof of weak 
puwers of observation. ‘The foreign tongues will still live long in 
many of our congregations, but woe unto us if we stick to foreign 
tongues and a force the coeeGrem to go to non-Lutheran denom- 
inations.” 


CHANGES. 
Red Wing. Early in October the pastor of St. Paul's, and Presi- 


dent of the Synod, received a call from Christ Church, Lancaster. He 
resigned and accepted the call. He was given a letter of transfér 
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to the Ministerium of Pennsylvania. Jan. 19th, 1912, the Rev. Isaiah 


Whitman, of Hillsboro, Ind., was called and to fhe gratification of 


congregation and Synod he accepted and is already on the field, having — 
preached his first sermon on Easter Day. The Rev. Whitman is not 
a stranger to us, having served churches within Synod as a student 
and is personally known to many: of our pastors. . 

In the person of Rev. A. J. Reichert, Synod lost a successful 
pastor, a good brother, an able, diplomatic and watchful President. 
May his fortunes be equally bright in his new Synodical relations, 
and may God’s blessing rest on him and his family.

Synods or the General Council, I recommend a thorough investigation. | 
At last meeting of Synod the following item was referred to this — 
“Resolved, That we recommend to 
each congregation the adoption of the duplex system of weekly offer- 
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: in gs for ‘the missionary ‘atid benevolent BSR. of Synod”. Such 
a recommendation has been made by the Home Mission Board at its 
last meeting, which applies to those congregations which receive finan- 
cial aid from the Board. | 


THE LUTHERAN. 


Being a missionary Synod we naturally feel the great need of a 
good church paper; that we have such a one in “The Lutheran”, the 
oficial paper of the General Council, we all know. But the paper 
must not only be published but circulated and read. We have an ex- 
cellent editorial staff, and all we need do is to see to the circulation 
of the same. Dr. Hunton writes me, among other things, that our — 
“Synod is to be congratulated on the fact that its average cireulation 
of the official paper of the church is probably the highest of any Synod — 
in the General Council, and you have in your bounds the congregation 
which I think to-day stands second in the ratio of papers to church 
membership”. In connection with this I might put im a word for 
“Young Folks” for the Sunday School. It is now enlarged and in 
every respect equal to any similar paper of any other denomination, 
and in price averages five cents per year less. Its tone is positively 


Lutheran and distinctive of our own church work. Im an age of 


the daily non-religious—often anti-religious press—it is encouraging 
to be able to put before our people such papers as the two mentioned. |

etal Council and the General Synod met in Lancaster, Pa., September 


18, 1911, for the purpose of considering the protests which had been 


- referred to the Commission for Arbitration. For the successful carry-- 
ing on of the work and also the work of co-operation in the future, 


and to establish a basis for arbitration, it was deemed essential and 
resolved that the. Commission first define clearly the terms of the 
compact of 1895-7 (See General Council Minutes 1895, page 17, and 
General Council Minutes 1897, page 63) and more geerrse rt the

The action taken by the Commission was reported to the General 
Council in session at «Trinity Church, Lancaster, Pa., September 19, 
1911, and adopted. .|{(See page 245.) The Council thereupon con- 
tinued its committee, authorizing the continuation of the work along 
said lines, and the arbitration of protested cases that may be pre- 
sented to the Commission. Pursuant to this, the Joint Commission

Regarding the English Home Mission work, the division of this 


territory shall be referred to the Home Mission Boards of the Gen- 
eral Bodies herein represented. In case the Boards shall fail to 
agree, the final assignment shall be made by this Joint Commission. 


V. The occupation of a special field assigned by this Commission 


to one of the General Bodies shall not be to the exclusion of a congre-— 
gation or congregations belonging to the other General Body already 


existing on the same territory, nor interfere with their development. 
VI. Should one General Body at any time be petitioned to do 


work on the special field assigned to the other General Body, the pe- — 
titioners shall first be directed to the Board in charge of the terri-— 


tory; and, in the event of their failure to satisfy the petitioners, ap- 


plication shall be made by the Mission Board of the party thus pe- 


titioned to the Mission Board of the party occupying the special field; 

nor shall such work be begun without the consent of both Boards. 

In case of disagreement of these Boards the uatter shall be referred 
to this Joint Commission for final adjudication. 


It was further resolved, that these bases having been established 


and unanimously adopted by the Commission, the matter of protests 
from individual congregations, district synods, or mission boards shall 
now be taken up for arbitration.

2. Article XI Sec. 1, on amendments, provides that proposed 
amendments shall be “read to the congregation at least four weeks 
previous”. ‘This should be, amended so as to require that proposed

_ Plan for Providing a Fund in Support of Superannuated Min- | 


isters and Widows and Orphans of Deceased Ministers in the 
English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest. — 


1. The NAME of this fund shall be THE MINISTERS’ 
AND MINISTERS’ WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ FUND OF 
THE ENGLISH EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF 
THE NORTHWEST. 


of pastors and congregations, by private donations and by bequests. 


3. Every, pastor of the Synod shall pay into this fund, each 
year before the closing of the Treasurer’s books, previous to the 
meeting of Synod, a sum amounting to one-half of one per cent 
(144%) of his salary which shall include a reasonable rent of the 
parsonage, if one is provided by the congregation. It is further 
provided that in case his congregation refuses to pay its assess- 
ment into the fund he shall pay of his salary 
as provided im Rule 14. | 


4. Each congregation shall pay at the rate of « one » per cent 
(1%) of its annual income for current expenses,* which amount 
shall be added to its annual budget and be paid into.the fund 
each year before the closing of the Treasurer’s books, previous to 
the meeting of Synod. ‘The contribution to this fund shall be 
regarded an obligation just as binding as paying the salary of 
the pastor, and the half rate granted the pastor is conditional 
upon the prompt payment of this assessment by the congregation. 
5. Private donations by direct gifts, or legacies may be made 


to the Treasurer at any time, and will be gratefully acknowledged. -

It is further provided that the principal, ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) shall not be used except as a perpetual anvest- 
ment for the fund.

- 12. Any minister of the Synod becoming superannuated or 
disabled and incapable for pastoral work or teaching, shall receive 
such amount annually (to be paid in quarterly installments) as 


the board, according to the circumstances and the amount in the 
fund may justify, or as the Synod may have designated. 


13. A minister’s widow shall receive a benefit from the fund 
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as long as she remains a widow, if in the judgment of the board 


it be deemed necessary. Should she marry again the said aid 


shall cease. Should she die leaving orphan children, the amount 
of support to be rendered each child shall be determined by the. 


board according to their needs, but all such benefits shall cease 
upon the sixteenth aoe of each child, or sooner at the dis- 
cretion of the board. 


14. A minister of the Synod, not a regular pe a of a congre- 
gation but engaged in the service of the church, shall enjoy the 
benefit of the fund provided he pays annually one per cent (1%) 
of his salary into the fund, unless for some sufficient reasons 
Synod make him a special rate. 


15. Should a minister who has contributed to the fund for 
three (3) years, move out of the Synod, he may continue to enjoy 
the benefits of the fund by contributing annually to the fund such 
‘an amount as in the judgment of the board shall be equitable and 
just both to the Synod and .to the beneficiary, provided he remains 
in the active work of the ministry, and in good ee in some 
synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. : 


16. Any minister relinquishing the active ministry to engage 
in purely gecular work shall ‘be excluded from the benefits of the 


fund, as it it intended for those only who give their entire time 


and strength to the service of the Church. 


1%. Every minister and congregation applying’ for membership 
in the Synod shall be notified by the president of the Synod of 


the rules and provisions made for the aid of the pastors, and 


their widows and orphans.
